Second Vessel With 200 


Aboard, En Route 


To Cuba, Turns Back; Others Are Stranded 


By Jewish Telegraphic Agency 
CHERBOURG, France—The Ger- 
man liner Orinoco en route to 
Cuba, on radioed instructions from 
Berlin, returned to Hamburg with 
more than 200 German Jews 
aboard—the first large group of 
refugees to be returned to the 
Reich. Many of the refugees at- 
tempted to jump overboard in 
Cherbourg waters when the ship 
began turning back. It was under- 
stood that the German authorities 
would not immediately intern the 
returned Jews, as has been the 
Nazi policy, but would demand 





their re-emigration as soon as pos- 
sible under the threat of imprison- 
ing them in concentration camps. 

The passengers radioed a collec- 
tive appeal home for intervention 
with any country to admit them, 
emphasizing that they had “burned 
all our bridges behind us.” Having 
liquidated all their belongings be- 
fore sailing, the Jews faced the 
prospect of landing in Hamburg 
without any resources or anywhere 
to go. The sudden wireless instruc-

U.S. Jewish Leaders 


Arrive In London 
For Refugee Talks 


By BORIS SMOLAR 
(J. T. A. Chief European Correspondent) 
PARIS.—A group of leaders of 
American Jewish relief organiza- 
tions arrived in London, it was 


learned here, for negotiations re- 
garding establishment of an inter- 
national corporation to raise a loan 
for settlement of refugees over- 
seas. The corporation would imple- 
ment the arrangement made with 
the German Government by George 
S. Rublee, former director of the 
International Refugee Committee, 
for orderly emigration of 150,000 
able-bodied Jews and 250,000 of 
their dependents within five years. 

Since Germany made fulfillment 
of the arrangement dependent on 
establishment of an international 
corporation, the present project has 
ben under.close examination by im- 
portant bodies since\ March. The 
present arrival of American Jewish 
leaders is interpreted as indicating 
that formation of the corporation is 
feasible, although preparations are 


, expected to last several weeks. 


The corporation would supple- 
ment another fund raised within 
the Reich consisting of 10 per cent 
of the German Jews’ wealth and 
administered by a board of Jewish

Aryans,” the international ‘corpor- 
ation would have to pay the fur- 
ther cost of settlement. The emi- 
grants leaving the Reich first would 
repay loans to both funds as soon 
as they were earning enough in 
their new homes to make this pos- 
sible, thus enabling successive 
groups to leave the Reich. The 
German Government has undertak- 
en to see that the prospective emi- 
grants are not mistreated while 
awaiting their turns to leave.

The Editor’s Chair: 

I have just read the first two is- 
sues of “Equality,” the “monthly 
journal to defend democratic rights 
and‘ combat anti-Semitism and rac- 
ism.” Well gotten up and arranged 
in a pleasing typographical dress, 
“Equality” should be a successful 
magazine. Should be a success, I 
say, but in all probability will not. 
Why? Because, although based on 
the highest moral precept, the 
magazine’ runs counter to human 
nature. 

Human nature can stand only so 
much “horror” news. Despite the 
individual’s honest intent to learn 
the worst so he may know the ac- 
tual facts, his moral “stomach” be- 
comes bilious, and he is forced to 
turn aside after just so much. 

‘I speak from experience. This 
paper throws away about 90 per 
eent of the atrocity news it re- 
esives each weck. Yet the one big 
criticism, the perennial complaint, 
ie that all our news is “horror” 
news. 

What to do? Ignore the criti- 
cisms and stuff down the people’s 
throats what they don’t want. 
Really, in the secondary press, this 
is an impossibility. Because the 
‘Anglo-Jewish press is definitely 
not an essential in the lives of the 
people it appeals to, readers re- 
fuse to buy the paper rather than 
read something they begin to hate 
and resent. 

And so I say, “Equality” will 
flounder. I hope not, but my better 
judgment tells me that it is a fated 
publication. And this despite the 
fact that in its first issue it re- 
printed in full our leading editorial 
of some weeks back, entitled “We 
Have a Right to Know.”

ECAUSE of the criticism of the masses of 

American Jewry for its inability, the General 
Defense Council, it has been learned, has advised 
Jewish communities to set up local committees 
to fight Father Coughlin in every way deemed 
advisable.

The Jewish World of Boston, Points Out The 
New Meaning of Jewish Summer Camps.—In a 
few weeks schools will be closed and boys and 
girls will once more have two months of freedom. 
Just how they will utilize their spare time until 
September depends a great deal on the interest 
and attitude their parents have in their character 
and upbuilding. Many will accompany their moth- 
ers to summer resorts which include the beach, 
hotel and country variety. But many familiar 
with the excellent educational values of the sum- 
mer children’s camp will enroll their boys and 
girls in one of the several of these fine institu- 
tions now dotting New England. 

The summer children’s camp is now recognized 
as an integral part of our educational system. It 
has become an accepted fact among American 
educators that camp education at its best is clear- 
ly recognized as complementary to school educa- 
tion and existence in the city. And Jews, too, are 
subscribing heartily to this movement. Camping 
is becoming of especial significance to the Jewish 
community of America. With a racial background 
of nerve-racking persecution and a daily environ- 
ment of high pressure business and professional 
requirements for survival, the change in life rep- 
resented by camping is particuarly necessary and 
advantageous for the health and happiness of our 
young people. 

The camp movement in America, now definitely 
established as a phase of the educational system, 
has also become an important factor in the field 
of Jewish pedagogy. A number of our camps have 
excellent Jewish consciousness programs. These 
include special Sabbath and daily services, a He- 
brew speaking table during mess, dramatic and 
other programs having Jewish tendencies, a Mac- 
cabiad as part of the athletic program, Hebrew 
songs on hikes, during assemblies and at camp 
fires, ete., ete. 

Today, some Jewish camps—and it is pathetic 
that there are not more such camps—not only re- 
store puny, fretful tired lads to robust health, but 
when they return home have a new conception of 
Jewish life—a more healthy conception. 

Parents today realize that camp for a boy or 
girl is not an amusement or a luxury. It is neces- 
sary for health and future happiness.

The B’nai B’rith Messenger, Los Angeles, Calif., 
Points Out Danger In Cunning Anti-Semitic Let- 
ters.— To trace all the nefarious activities of the 
Nazis of America would require an army of in- 
vestigators, while a complete record of their 
propagandistic methods would fill the Los An- 
geles County Library. Constructed entirely upon 
a foundation of lies, the propaganda is effective 
simply by reason of constant repetition. 

An example of a new type of propaganda which 
can instantly be “spotted” by well-informed per- 
sons is found in a letter recently sent to a number 
of women’s clubs of the Southern California re- 
gion. The message, purportedly from a Jewish 
agency organized to aid Jewish refugees from 
Germany, pleads for the reader’s “moral support” 
to “make America a haven for the persecuted 
Jews of Nazi Germany.” 

“Money is not needed!” the letter emphasizes, 
stating that the “influential and wealthy Jews” of 
America are co-operating in the movement. List- 
ing the steps necessary to “make America a haven 
for the persecuted Jews of the world,” the letter 
urges the reader to “spread the word that Amer- 
ica must go to war with Germany; if the Nazis 
are not defeated, the expelled Jews will never 
again regain the possessions taken away from 
them by the monster, Hitler!” 

The signature is a name that is not uncommon 
among Jewish people. Needless to say, there is 
no such person and there is no organization such 
as that “sponsoring” the letter. 

Clumsily-conceived as it is, the seeming re- 
straint in utterance throughout lends a plausi- 
bility that undoubtedly deceives a few recipients 
of the letters. Naturally to those familiar with 
Nazi tactics, the communication is immediately 
recognized as a Nazi-devised instrument with 
which to arouse resentment against Jews and 
refugees from Fascist countries generally. 

This communication has been amply disclaimed 
by all responsible agencies equipped to speak for 
Jewry. But it is not sufficient, we feel, for Jewry 
merely to disclaim responsibility. 

It is ridiculous to dismiss this particular at- 
tempt at incitement toward hatred, as harmless. 
It is even greater folly to maintain that such ac- 
tions are beyond the scope of punitive measures. 
If there are no laws governing attacks of this 
nature, some legislation should be set up making 
it possible for civil authorities to deal with such 
rascality. 

To those who realize that political anti- 
Semitism is simply the entering wedge for the 
broader menace of dictatorship, such regulation 
is the very least the situation calls for.
